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June 25 - 26, the fourth weekend in the month of 
June, the annual ARRL Field Day event. Here are 
some numbers, as provided by the ARRL at the 
end of June. 


“ARRL Headquarters has already received over 
2,400 entries submitted via the online Field Day 
Entry web application. Early analysis reveals that 
most of the entrants participated as Class D - 
home stations, and Class E - home stations using 
emergency power. 


As of June 29, the breakdown of Field Day entries 
by Class showed 2,723 total entries, with 272 in 
Class A, 361 in Class B, 32 in Class C, 1,524 in 
Class D, 484 in Class E, and 50 in Class F. 


So far, a total of over 517,000 contacts were re- 
ported for the event and those numbers are 
changing daily. In 2021, there were 1.5 million 
contacts made during Field Day activities. 


Many participants were keeping their hopes up for 
better propagation, as early forecasts were looking 


promising. ARRL Contest Program Manager Paul 
Bourque, Ni1SFE, said that propagation aside, 
there was substantial activity. "While band condi- 
tions might not have been the greatest, there was 
a good amount of activity on the bands this past 
weekend. Many participants seemed to agree that 
the recent rule changes, capping transmitter power 
output to 100 W, were a good idea," he said. 


Dustin Lomax, KF7FK, reported in his Soapbox 
comments that it was his first Field Day in which 
he used CW, adding that "CW was a fun change of 
pace that really helped make the most of marginal 
band conditions in WWA [Western Washington]." 


There is still plenty of time to submit your 2022 
Field Day entry. Participants who submit their en- 
tries using ARRL's Online Submission Form can 
earn 50 bonus points and will receive an email 
confirmation of their completed entry. Be sure to 
check the Entries Received web page to verify 
your entry's status. If it indicates "Pending docu- 
ments," the required dupe sheet (or in lieu of that, 
a Cabrillo log file) or other supporting documenta- 
tion of claimed bonus points is missing. 


Participants can edit or add documentation to their 
online submissions by using the link provided in 
the confirmation email. Field Day entries must be 
submitted online or postmarked no later than 2059 
UTC on July 26, 2022.”

Radio Club News 


The Importance of Relationships 


In the summer of 2010, | contacted the nice folks 
at Tift Regional Hospital to introduce myself and 
ARES. From that original meeting a strong rela- 
tionship was formed between our ARES group and 
the Emergency Management team at the Hospital. 
That relationship resulted in a full Dstar repeater 
stack, and the standard ARES Hospital Go-Box at 
the time, among other things. Then in 2014 we re- 
ceived two new Kenwood repeaters, UHF and 
VHF, complete with controllers and duplexers. 
Those W4PVW repeaters are on 444.800 and 
147.285, and are located on the WOBB tower at 
800 and 600 feet AGL. The height gives us great 
coverage into a good portion of the South-Central 
District. 


The go-box has a Kenwood HF transceiver and 
Dstar radio. While there were antennas installed at 
the Hospital, there was no usable space to operate 
and the noise level at the Hospital was terrible on 
HF. | can’t remember the exact year but it was sev- 
eral years before the Pandemic, TR bought a 
house about a block from the Hospital for their 
Emergency Management Team to use as an of- 
fice. We were able to install a 50 foot tower and 
move the Ham station there. A couple of years ago 
we got new equipment for that station. We now 
have an Icom 7300 and a 9700 operating at that 
station. A PC was donated to the project that is 
used for logging and digital modes. We have our 
own office there which is great! And even better 
than the office, the noise on HF is much, much 
less than at the Hospital. On the tower we have a 
vertical for UHF and VHF and a dipole for the HF 
bands. 


In addition to the office, there is a meeting room 
and a full kitchen. We have taken advantage of 
that facility a few times. Recently we had a Fox 
Hunt and meet there for a lunch of grilled ham- 
burgers and hotdogs. In June we meet there and 
operated 2F for Field Day. In addition to the fixed 
station, we installed a temporary antenna and op- 
erated the go-box too. We are hoping to upgrade 
the go-box and that equipment later this year. | 
hope to get a 7300 and a 9700 for the go-boxes. 
Having the same equipment in both has ad- 
vantages. 


To me, the key to all of this is relationships. None 
of this would have happened without the relation- 
ship that we were able to develop. The first few 
times | meet with the EM Team at the Hospital | 


wore a suit and tie. After getting to know them, | 
dressed down a bit to Business Casual to match 
what they wear. | do my best to be professional 
whenever | interact with them. They are profes- 
sionals and they expect to be treated professional- 
ly. 

| want to say a special thank you to Paul, KE4RuJI 
and his volunteers who get that station on the air 
for the monthly tests.
